Carlisle Awarded Prize for Best 
Drilled Degree Team, Shillington 


for Largest Number. 


The ninth annual convention of the 


State Council Order of Independent 
Americans was marked by as Une a 
parade as the town has had for some 
years. It took place on Tuesday af- 
ternoon of last week as we were going 
to press. It was composed 'of five 
bands, two drum corps and over five 
hundred men and presented a fine ap- 
pearance and our local people deserve 
much credit for their part in the same. 


The chief marshal leading the pa- 


rade was AVrn. McG. Tawney with his 
four aides. Geo. A. Taylor, Luther B. 
McDonnell, Earl Deardorff and Ber- 
nard Hoffman. 


The first division was led by J. 


Louis Sowers and at its bead was the 
Citizens' Band of Gettysburg, looking 
fine in their new white parade uni- 
forms. Following came several com- 
panies of Guards in dress and khaki 
uniform and after them the officers of 
the organization 
in carriages. The 


Eighth Regiment Band 
of Carlisle 


brought up the rear of this division. 


The second division was led by Ger- 


vus Myers as marshal! and was made 
up of Harrisburg Drum Corps and rep- 
resentatives fiom a numoer of coun- 
cils. 


The third division, led by J. W. Mc- 


Donnell, was composed of the Shel- 
linsrton Band and a number of coun- 
cils. 


The fourth division, led by Samuel 


G. Spangler, was made up of ihe Da! 
lastown Band and a number of coun-i 
cils. 


The fifth and !asi division under 


Sandoe Kiumiller as marshal!, was 
composed of the Pottstown Band and 
the council of same place carrying 
crresn. and red umbrellas.

Berry's School Record. 


When Vv'illiam H. Berry was State 


Treasurer before, he astonished the 
school boards of the State by paying 
the school appropriations 
promptly. 


The schools open about the first or 
September, and the old custom was to 
begin paying school warrants about 
the time that the teachers' salaries 
were clue, a month after the opening. 
}Ir. Berry wisely reasoned, that there 
were a lot oE expenses to meet pre- 
liminary to the opening. Repairs have 
to be made, sanitary improvements at- 
tended to. and other things looked af- 


^ ter that involve labor and wages. 
! Berry took these things into consider- 
ation and hastened the funds to the des- 
tination. His successor showed an in- 
clination to drop back into tbe old 
rut. but the newspapers protested and 
he got busy. The present treasurer 
probably imagined that the public 
mind was focussed on other matters 
and wouldn't notice. Instead of issu- 
ing the warrants as rapidly as possi- 
ble, beginnig on the first of June, he 
didn't act until about the first of Sep- 
tember: consequently, the -mechanics 
and others who made the repairs had 
to wait three months for their money. 


It would probably be unjust to say 


that the Republican leaders are oppos- 
ed to the public schools, though, as a 
matter of fact, tney have always re- 
luctantly increased the school appro- 
priations, and every Republican Gov- 
ernor within the last dozen years has 
cut the amount appropriated with a 
veto ax. more or less. But there is 
another, though somewhat sinister, 
reason for withholding payment of the 
school appropriations. The legal in- 
terest on State funds held by banks is 
two per cent, iloaey is "easy" to the 
banks at twice that rate of Interest 
when there is assurance of ample no- 
tice before withdrawal. 
The diJIer- 


ence between two and four per cent., 
upon a matter of $2.000.000. makes an 
appreciable campaign fund, and rhe 
favored bankers who get the deposits 
are always willing to "come over." 
Thus the delay of the payment from 
June to September is worth while, and 
tlie campaign committees Invariably 
need the money and seldom stop to 
look for signs of taint. Of course, this 
is hard on the schools, but the schools 
ai e <iispos:ng ot a good many super- 
-•^itions that have helped the Ropnbli- 
•ran Machine anyway,
